And surely no one in his rig ht 
mind desires to postpone the un- 
tolr.iing in his experience of a more 
abundant sense of g ood. 
‘‘Each one has the ability to 
work out his own salvation now, 
but he needs to be alert that error 
in the g uise of mesmerism claims 
to be able to deprive him of the 
will to use this ability, and in this 
way to postpone the working out 
of his salvation. Being alert to this 
false claim, he can protect himself 
from it and render it powerless 
by realizing the g reat fact revealed 
by Christian Science that God is 
the infinite and only Alind, which 
man in His imag e and likeness re- 
tlects or expresses perfectly. This 
Alind of man, the Alind ‘which was 
also in Christ J esus,’ can neither 
mesmerize nor be mesmerized, and 
there is no other Alind. 
“ In his second epistle 
to 
the 
Corinthians Paul declares, “ Be­ 
hold, now is the acce))ted time; be­ 
hold, now is the day of salva­ 
tion.' Hence salvation no w is not 
only a possibility, it is a divine de­ 
mand. And we have the assurance 
that God is with us in working it 
out.”

We are living in a wo rld that seemingly 
o ifers iew reaso ns fo r gladness o r o ptimism. The 
threat o f the ato mic bo mb stirs universal uneasi­ 
ness. Despaii- and hunger are etched upo n the 
faces o f yo uth in many lands where so few have 
kno wn what laughter and gaiety are.

“Ail that Go d do es is do ne well, the rabbi 
said, as he pro ceeded to ward a dark fo rest to 
spend the night there. 
He lit the lamp, but the wind extinguished 
it. “All that Go d dues is do ne well,” he repeated. 
And he said the same wo rds again when, during 
the night, he disco vered that his do nkey and 
ro o ster had been devo ured by wild beasts. 
The next mo rning, the rabbi learned that 
enemy so ldiers had passed thro ugh the fo rest as 
he slept there, if the do nkey had brayed, if the 
ro o ster had cro wed, if the light had attracted the 
so ldiers, he wo uld surely have been do ne to death. 
Po ndering this, the humble rabbi gave praise 
o nce mure “All that Go d do es is do ne well.”
